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DECLARATION OF FACT BY REUEL W. NASH UNDER 37 C.F.R. § L131 

I, Reuel W. Nash, hereby declare the following: 

1 . I am the sole inventor of the invention described and claimed in U.S. Patent 
Application Serial No. 10/074,150 (hereinafter "Subject Application"), entitled "Management of 
Limited Resources in a Graphics System," filed on February 1 1, 2002. The Subject Application 
claims the benefit under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) of U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/267,904 
(hereinafter "Provisional Application"), filed February 9, 2001. 

2. I conceived and reduced to practice the invention as described and claimed in the 
Subject Application in this country before November 2, 2000, as evidenced by the following: 
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a. Attached hereto as Exhibit A are selected pages of an Invention Disclosure 
Form, dated October 20, 2000. Theses pages illustrate the general conception of a system 
and method for managing limited resources in a graphics environment, including adding 
draw commands to entries in a draw command list, associating predicate functions with 
entries in the draw command list, and loading textures into a texture memory of the 
graphics system. The Invention Disclosure Form is redacted to remove information not 
necessary to establish the invention's conception or reduction to practice. 

b. As stated on page 2 of the October 20, 2000 Invention Disclosure Form, 
the invention was then being used in Intrinsic Alchemy for Playstation 2. By being 
incorporated into a product, the invention was reduced to practice at least as early as 
October 20, 2000. 

c. After this October 20, 2000 disclosure, I diligently worked to prepare 
additional documentation to further explain the invention. I forwarded this 
documentation to a patent attorney for the purpose of filing a provisional patent 
application, resulting in the February 9, 2001 Provisional Application. 

3. Accordingly, the invention described and claimed in the Subject Application was 
conceived and reduced to practice before November 2, 2000, and further the invention was 
diligently reduced to constructive practice from November 2, 2000 to the filing of the 
Provisional Application on February 9, 2001. 

4. I hereby declare that all statements made herein to the best of my own knowledge 
are true and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under 18 U.S.C. § 1001; and that such willful 
statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent issued thereon. 
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
